Crop Report Gives 


Promise Nice Return 


Although across the Prairie Prov- 
inces fairly general rains have lately 
caused delay ir harvesting operations 
cutting in well advanced over most 
of Saskatchewan and southern Al- 
berta and threshing has now become 
general in Manitoba. A period of 
warm, dry weather is now required, 
particularly in Alberta, to facilitate 
the harvesting of crops. In Mani- 
toba, wheat yields will be fairly sat- 
isfactory and early marketings of 
rust-resistant wheat are grading well. 
In Saskatchewan crops show a wide 
variation and yields and grades have 
lowered as a result of rust and 


drought. 


In Alberta crops generally continue 
promising. Intermittent rains and 
lower temperatures during the past 
two weeks have generally delayed 
harvesting and retarded ripening of 
late grains, Slight red rust damage 
is reported in the northeast and east- 
centraf areas. Precipitation may 
have lowered grades. The pasture 
and feed situation is very satisfactory 
There has been no damage from frost. 

Saskatchewan — While harvesting 
has been retarded by cool, wet weath- 
er, wheat cutting is now nearing com- 
pletion in all but the central and 
west-central districts. Grasshoppers 
are still active and in the: areas af- 
fected coarse grains are being cut for 
feed to prevent further damage. 

In Manitoba rust has reduced some 
yields but owing to the high percent- 
age of rust-resistant wheat sown this 
year final returns on the whole will be 
fairly satisfactory. ,

Light heat is more beneficial in most conditions than dark heat, such 
as hot-packs, poultices, and hot-water bags. Light and heat together 
set the microscopic particles of tissue into rapid vibration.’ This serves 
to “scatter” violently congested areas, which may be painful to the 
point of agony. The infra-red ray is used almegst daily in my office— 
and with satisfactory results. 

Then there is a difference in dry heat, as in lamp treatments—and in 
moist heat, as in hot water packs applied to the body. Light reaches 
deeper, and with more lasting effects. There is very little, even tem- 
porary, relief in hot wet packs. But all these methods are worth study 
in the family. They afford a means of relief outside of the realm of 
drugs.

Here's how hot the exterior of 
your home will probably get during 


shoulders absorb these rays. 

But radiant heat is not the only 
cause of excessively hot houses. 
Sun heat, passing through uninsul- 
ated walls like water through a 
sieve, warms the still interior air 
until it is frequently many degrees 
warmer than outdoors.

lumbia’s lower mainland, lies China 
in Canada. Ironically enough, the 
Chinese have found the “Land of 
Gold” many of them sought so fer-’ 
vently on their first coming to this 
country. 

Originally emigrating from the 

Canton area in 1870, they were em- 
ployed as coolie labor on the railroad 
construction gangs then pushing the 
right-of-way victoriously through the 
West. On completion of construction 
they were scattered through the prov- 
ince to engage in a score of new occu- 
pations. Some who had been able to 
accumulate a little capital went into 
business for themselves, as cafe-oper- 
ators, merchants and laundrymen. 
The mapority, however, were depend- 
ent upon the roughest sort of manual 
labor for a livelihood. Of these the 
greater number were employed in the 
coal mines of Vancouver Island. At 
this time only a few found their way 
onto the land—the land that was to 
prove the refuge and salvation of the 
Chinese in British Columbia. 
| Prior to 1908, the Chinese popula- 
tion in the province had grown s0 
formidably, owing to unrestricted im- 
migration, that a head-tax of $100 
had been imposed on each one cross- 
ing its borders. Even the head tax, 
however, was too frail a barrier to 
withstand the inrush of Orientals 
whose enthusiasm had been fanned to 
fever ‘heat by’ fabulous reports of the 
riches awaiting the fortunate pros- 
pector in the gold-fields of the Cari- 
boo. Many hundred came from San 
Francisco alone. So in 1908 the head- 
tax was increased to $500. In this 
year also occurred the first organized 
protest of white labor against Chin- 
ese competition. The demonstration 
was marked by riots and property 
destruction in Vancouver’s China- 
town. 

With the next few years, the anti- 

Chinese movement strengthened. In 
,1913, it culminated in the strike of 
{all the white coal miners on Vancouv- 
‘er Island. Shortly after this event, 
ithe government of British Columbfa 
‘prohibted by law the employment of 
‘Chinese for work underground in the 
‘mintes, and one means of livelihood 
;was closed to the Oriental. 

Following their exclusion from the 
| mining industry the Chinese turned, 
practically en masse, to lumbering. 
But organized white labor. was not 
yet through with them. Not long 
after their hegira to the sawmills of 
the province, the Minimum Wage Act 
jwas passed and put into force. This 
‘gave white Iabor its oportunity to de- 
liver the finaal eliminating blow. Un- 
der the new law a mill operator had 
to pay his Chinese employees as much 
as he paid his native Canadian labor. 
Working from this point it was not) 
difficult to convince employers that, 
in view of the prevailing feeling, it 
would be as well for them to dispense 
with their Chinese employees entirely. | 
Thus the cycle was completed. From ; 
the soil there Cantonese had come; to 
the soil they were driven back. 

And yet no man standing by the, 
banks of the rushing Fraser and look- 
ing to the horizon across brown, rich- 
ly productive fields, would say that 
this was an altogether bad thing. For 
if the white man, by the inexorable 
increasing pressure of his labor  or- 


ganizations, has forced his yellow 


brother, who has sinned against the 
standard of living, out of the ranks of 
industry, his yellow brother has done 
‘something very similar to him. To- 
day, it is estimated the Chinese con- 


‘trol up to 75 per cent. of the vege- 
table produce business of British Co- 
lumbia. Of the 20,000 of their race 
resident in the province, 10,000 are 
engaged, directly or indirectly, . in 
‘market-gardening. The number of 
their farms is reckoned at between 
‘3,000 and 4,000. So they have been 
‘driven, one might say, from pillow
